MOSCOW, Dec. 19—The Soviet 
high command indicated today 
that the Germans had begun a 
second big-scale drive to free 
their armies trapped between the 
Don and Volga, on the Stalingrad 
front. 

The Soviet noon communique re 
ported that the Red army had 
beaten off fierce infantry and tank 
attacks southwest of Stalingrad 
The Germans retreated, leaving 
many dead and 17 guns and other 
important material.

FOOD PROBLEMS 
The speaker spoke on the topic, 
“Food Problems of War and Peace” 
and dealt with the topic under four 
divisions, namely: the problems 
confronting the British farmers 
the resulting special tasks allotted 
to Canadian and American farm- 
ers; the success of the combined 
efforts; and lastly, the tasks that lie 
ahead, 

He pointed out that in Britain 
the minister of agriculture has 
the power to order a farmer to 
do anything that was reasonable 
and was in the interests of 


greater and more efficient food 
production. 

The minister could order any 
farmer to grow any common crop 


on any field, Dr. Watson stated, He 
could order him to sell his wheat 
or potatoes to an authorized mer- 
chant at a stipulated price. He 
could order a particular farmer to 
grow, say, 40 acres of wheat or 
keep 25 cows. 

If, in his opinion, a farm is not 
being efficiently operated, the min 
ister could evict the operator, Dr 
Watson declared 

Most of the powers of the minis 
ter are, however, vested in the 
County War Agricultural Commit 
tees which have under them a series 
of subsidiary district advisory com 
mittees, which have sufficient per 
sonnel to enable them to get around 
all the farms of the district in a 
matter of two to three weeks, he 
said, 


ALLOCATE ACREAGE 

A “cultivations department” is set 
up by each executive committee to 
allocate the quotas of acreage of 
pasture and waste lands that must 
be plowed up within a certain dis- 
trict each year, 

There is also a “labor depart- 


ment” and a “machinery depart- 
ment” set up, he stated. 
The labor department decides 


whether a farmer summoned for 
service should be exempted, defer 
red until a substitute could be 
found or trained or whether his ap- 
peal would be disallowed 

Dr. Watson stated that the 
women’s land army, now number- 
ing 50,000, has proved by far the 
most effective of the various 
labor organizations. It is an 
official government service com- 
posed almost exclusively of city 
girls. 

The machinery is 
responsible for operation the 
county pool of government machin- 
ery, he explained, It must scruti- 
nize applications from farmers for 
permits to buy machinery, and must 
give a priority rating to each. 

This department also helps or 
ganize “help your neighbor” groups 
which endeavor to get essential 
work done by borrowing and lend- 
ing of equipment. 


ESSENTIAL BRANCH 

Another essential branch of the 
British farmer organization is the 
“feeding-stuffs department” which 
has duty the rationing of 
feeds, such as phosphates and pot 
ash, for which the sources were lost 
when France fell and North Africa 
became almost inaccessible 

Dr. Watson stated that American 
and Canadtan machinery contribul- 
ed immensely towards Britain's in- 
creased production, For every ton 
of machinery sent to Britain from 
Canada or United States 5 extra 
tons of food were produced, and 
so released 24 tons of shipping, he 
added. 

He declared that British people 
are eating more bread and pota- 
toes than they did in times of 
peace and that Canadian wheat is 
being bought in as large propor- | 
tions as is possible under the 
shipping conditions. 

Wheat, however, is a relatively 
bulky food and the British must 
give preference to more concen- 
trated things, Dr. Watson stated 

Besides, the British people 
being fed scientifically, on 
anced rations, and since there 
shortage of proteins and fats, these 
foods constitute the “best cargoes.” 
Bacon, cheese, lard and vegetable 
oils are therefore the preferred car-

He announced 
a sharp reduction in the amount of beverage alco- 
hol which may be released from bond and the 
prohobition of liquor advertising for the duration 
of the war. He also recommended to the provin- 
cial governments that hours of saie be shortened 
to, at most, eight hours per day. Reduction of the 
amount of liquor released from bond during the 
year beginning Nov. 1. 1942, from the previous 12 
months, will be by the following percentages: 
heer, 10 per cent; wine, 20 per cent; spirits, 30 
per cent 

Commencing Jan. 1, 1943, Edmonton will have 
two policewomen attached to the morality squad 
to patrol dance halls and carry out other policing 
duties that can more readily be done by women.

War Needs Come First 


Canadian motorists will be interested 
to note that 5,000,000 private automobiles 
in seventeen eastern States have had to 
stop running because of ‘empty tanks. No 
plight so serious as that has yet befallen 
drivers on this side of the line. 

When all has been said about gasoline- 
rationing in Canada—and a good deal has 
been said, chiefly by those who drive for 
pleasure—the private car-owner has not 
been badly dealt with. Joy-riding is still 
in evidence in Edmonton and every other 
Canadian city every day and evening. 

The ban on sales in the Atlantic States 
is temporary, but it is to be followed by a 
new rationing schedule that may not make 
much difference. The cause is a sudden 
rall for heavily increased gasoline ship- 
ments to Morocco and Algiers. When the 
offensive started in North Africa, the 
American ration unit was cut from four 
gallons to three. Two gallons more are 
likely to be cut off, it is said. 

The war demand for gasoline has not 
yet reached the peak. It must grow as Al- 
lied land, sea and air forces expand, as 
new military enterprises are set going, and 
as war of position gives way to war of 
movement. Perhaps before many months 
have passed there will be no pleasure cars 
at all rolling along the streets and high- 
ways of this continent—or any other.

Edmonton’s Case 


Wartime Housing Limited has passed 
Edmonton's housing problem back again 
to the Real Property Administrator at 
Ottawa. As the Administrator has already 
said he has no authority in the matter, 
Mayor Fry is to carry an appeal to the 
Ministers, by whom it is apparent a deci- 
sion will have to be made if any action is to 
come of the many-angled negotiations. 

The city has a good case to present, 
and it should not suffer in the presenting 
for lack of forceful statement. Over- 
crowding because of war requirements 
was super-imposed upon an already con- 
gested condition. No provision was made 
by the Dominion for the housing of the 
large number of people who had to come 
here to carry on their wartime duties. 

That is not all the story. Edmonton is 
becoming a more and more important key 
centre of military operations. This will 
involve the location here of still more fam- 
il'es because of war requirements; prob- 
ably a large number of families. 

Where are they going to live? That 
is the very practical question confronting 
the city council, and which council should 
transmit to Ottawa in the plainest of 
terms. Wartime Housing was asked to 
build 250 houses in Edmonton, to accom- 
modate only those brought here by war 
duties. The figure was not at all excessive. 
Making any allowance at all for future 
needs, it is below the mark.

The Public Approve 


There does not appear to be any gen- 
eral objection to the regulations restrict- 
ing the amount of liquor to be sold in Can- 
ada next year. At any rate there has been 
no outburst of protests against the ruling. 
On the contrary there are declarations in 
some quarters that the reduction should 
have been greater. 

There are indications, too, that the 
provincial authorities will supplement the 
regulations by setting up rationing sys- 
tems, thys equalizing distribution and 
preventing excess drinking. Nor have 
complaints yet come from the provincial 
capitals about the loss of revenue that is 
involved for the provinces. This loss will 
be heavy. It may require a cutting of pro- 
vincial expenditure or the levying of new 
taxes, 

Had such restrictions been announced 
In peacetime, there would have been in- 
stant expressions of dissent, from in- 
dividuals, organizations, and perhaps from 
some at least of the provinces. The ab- 
sence of these reactions indicates that the 
publie very generally understand that 
over-indulgence has been interfering with 
the war effort in more ways than one; 
understand this, and want the interfer- 
ence stopped, 

If liquor is rationed—and that is pret- 
ty certain to be done—there will be no 
proper ground for objection, since the 
amounts allowable are sufficient for mod- 
erate use. Objection could in these cir- 
cumstances come only from those who 
want to do what it is against the national 
interest to allow anyone to do—drink to 
excess. 
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Fighting Advances 


The three Allied offensives are making 
headway, not rapidly, but surely. 

The Russians are now within 85 miles 
of Smolensk, which means they have 
beaten the enemy back more than half that 
distance in a month, inflicting losses out 
of proportion to the mileage gained. And 
in the south the surrounded besiegers of 
Stalingrad are still in the trap, and grow 
ing fewer as the days pass. 

In North Africa the Axis army that 
was to spend Christmas in Alexandria has 
lost a good part of its strength through a 
flanking movement of the British 8th army 
west of El! Agheila. Whether the rem- 
nant, paced by two fast-footing Italian 


divisions, can reach Tunisia is a question. 
If so, the weary fugitives may be as much 
of a liability as an asset to Nehring, whose 
limited forces have been spread far south 
to meet them. 

In the South Pacific, American and 
Australian troops are shifting their atten- 
tion to Lae and Salamaua, after capturing 
Buna and Gona, thus carrying the fighting 
a step farther from Port Moresby, jump- 
ing off place for the projected Jap attack 
on Australia. And on Guadalcanal, the 
U.S. forces, aided now by New Zealand air- 
men, are steadily extending their holdings. 

In all these areas the enemy is fight- 
ing fiercely, fatalistically in New Guinea 
and the Solomons. The Allied troops are 
gaining because they are out-fighting the 
Germans, the Italians and the Japanese, 
not because the Axis forces have quailed. 
Our men, on every front, are showing 
themselves to be more than a match for 
the enemy. That is the best possible as- 
surance that victory shall be ours.

Kighteen R.A.F. bombers were lost in 
Thursday night raids over western Ger- 
many. Berlin reports that the damage 
done was slight. The figures, however, 
speak louder than the words of the enemy 
broadcaster. Since eighteen planes were 
lost, several hundreds of them must have 
gone over, and a fleet of that size does 
not shower two and four ton bombs on any 
country without doing damage which no- 
body but an Axis propagandist would 
have the hardihood to describe as neglig- 
ible. Berlin might as well start saying 
that. the bombers are tearing the Nazi 
production and transport machinery to 
pieces, for everyone knows it—none better 
than the Germans who are compelled by 
order to listen to Goebbels’ denial of what 
they know to be facts.

Editor Bulletin: I see by the Bul- 
letin (issue of Nov. 27) that “pro- 
posals ior the reduction of acreage 
for wheat will be discussed and 
considered at a special meeting of 
the Agricultural section of the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce. .” 
By the time this letter arrives at 
your side of Canada the aforesaid 
meeting will have taken place and, 
let us hope, constructive decisions 
made.

Can Attain People’s Goal 
Aberhart States at Parley 


Premier Aberhart in an address Friday night linked 
Social Credit to ‘the torch” of the poem “In Flanders Fields” 
and said he was confident the Canadian people would support | 
its proposals for post-war reconstruction because “at present | 


there is nothing else for them that will do the job.” 


“Tell me what would it profit + 


us if the outcome of victory is to 
have a centralized bureaucracy; 
different it may be from Nazism, 
Fascism or Sovietism, but never- 
theless totalitarian and autocratic 
in form?” he asked in an address 
before the final session of a four- 
day public post-war reconstruc- 
tion conference in the McDougall 
United church auditorium. 

The conference was held under 
fhe auspices of the Alberta Social 
Credit League, incorporated with 
the Democratic Monetary Reform 
Organization of Canada 

“Would the sacrifice of our splen- 
did young men, the flower of our 
manhood at the present time, not 
be in vain, if after all we go back 
to the same old distressing condi- 
tions?” the premier asked 


FALLOW CHAIRMAN 


Hon. William A. Fallow, provin- 
cial minister of public works, was 
ehsirman of the closing session 


which was attended by about 600 
persons 

While introducing the premier, 
Mr. Fallow referred to the progress 
made by the Social Credit Party.

He cannot fight the cold nor dispel 
the darkness, nor cook his food 
without that peculiar thing which. 
When properly controlled, does s9 
mich for man, and which when it 
gels out of bounds will destroy all 
that he has.” 


NEEDS FIRE 

Then you would quickly make up 
your mind that you must give him 
what he needs because of his im 
portunity. even if you did not know 
him at all. He needs fire. You have 
plenty of it and he cannot get along 
without it. So having reached that 
conclusion you would at once come 
to a decision to act. I can just see 
you: “Yes, Sir. you can have some 
of my fire. Please step in while I 
get a pan to put it in.” 

Then as you go to get it, you 
would probably remind yourself 
that fire is of that peculiar char- 
acter that your own quantity 
which you have for yourself will 
not grow any less by your gliv- 
ina a little to others, and you 
might repeat to yourself: 


“The heart grows rich in giving, 

All its wealth is living grain 

Seeds which mildew in the cor- 
ner 

Scattered, fill with gold the plain. 


Probably you may think that this 
is far-fetched. You have never been 
in a place where there is no fire, 
and no matches. You have no idea 
what things were like about 150 
years ago, when our forefathers 
struggled for a living. Do you know 
that in the days of George Wash- 
ington and of Napoleon, the best 
lights they had were candles and 


miserable oil-lamps? They never 
saw a gas-lamp nor an_ electric 
light. 

Long after men had discovered 


how to make fire by rubbing two 
sticks together, they were in con 
stant danger of the wood getting 
too damp, and they used to burn 
old rags at night to have tinder in 
the morning. If this failed. then, in 
order to have light to dispel the 
darkness, or fire to cook their food 
or drive out the cold, they would 
have to go and borrow a little fire 
from their neighbors. 


CARRYING TORCHES 

Boys ran about the towns at night 
carrying torches and if you wanted 
to go to a friend’s house in the dary 
vou had to hire a link-boy to light 
your way. It was hardly safe to ‘go 
without 

When you read of the great 
speeches of Patrick Henry or ot 
Daniel Webster, you must not for 
get that if they were made afte: 
dark they had to have candles, How 
dingy and gloomy everything was 

When King William 1V was mak- 
ing a speech to the House of Com- 
mons we are told that he had to 
stop because it was too dark for 
him to read and he had to wait 
until candles were brought in, And 
yet at that time there was just as 
much gas and electricity in the 
world as there is today, But men 
did not know how to get it 

Now probably you also know 
that the men who began to fight 
the cold and the darkness by 
discovering gas and electric light, 
were laughed at as fanatics, idle- 
dreamers and crackpots. If you 
don't believe it, read the story of 
Edison. Human ignorance and 
superstition have always been the 
enemies of progress, and | sup- 
pose will always function in that 
capacity, 

‘Today men have conquered dark- 
ness and harnessed the cold s0 
completely that a child can fill a 


dark room with light almost like 
day by turning a switch or pushing 
‘a button; and we can live in the 
greatest comfort even when thé 
temperature is 40 degrees below 
The world owes a lot to its pion- 
cers, its inventors, and its so-called 
nit-wits. We shall never be able to 
pay the debt of gratitude we owe 
to the men who bore the brunt of 
the world’s folly and sneers and 
carried the torch of progress 


MESSAGE OF COURAGE 

I have a message of courage and 
good cheer for you tonight. The 
world needs what we have—they 
cannot. get along without it. We 
shall not be the poorer for giving 
it. Remember it is one of the most 
hopeful signs of real progress when 
the world jeers and laughs at you, 
especially if they are the wiseheads 
and pompous plutocrats of selfish- 
ness. 

The topic which | have been 
Given tonight is a very descriptive 
one. It was it that made me think 
of fire and our astonishing pro- 
gress during the last 200 years: 
“To Us The Torch Is Thrown”. 


That striking sentence of six 
words calls our attention to four 
great facts which are extremely 
important to mankind and have 
been a challenge to us for 50 years 
now, It is high time that we all 
give it some thought. 

It would almost seem that the 
Great God of Heaven was urging 
us to give heed to these important 


factors, and was declaring in no} 
uncertain fashion that unless and 
until we gave heed to them, we 


could never secure the things we 
need for comfort anc happiness, not 
only for ourselves but for our loved 
ones and neighbors as well. If this 
true, then we have no one to 
blame but ourselves that present 
day conditions have overtaken us as 
they have 

John McCrae in his poem of three 
stanzas which we have so often 
heard sung, has brought out these 
four factors very plainly for us: 

(1) The first factor is brought 
out by the use of the passive voice 
“is thrown”, 


PASSIVE VOICE 


I have always remembered the 
grammar lesson on the passive 
voice which I was taught in my 
early days. The passive voice, I was 
told, is generally used when the 
agent or doer of the action is a 
friend ‘of yours, whose identity, for 
many reasons, you wish to keep 
sacredly secret. This one then is 
a hidden factor. Those who under- 
stand know who they are. 

McCrae in his poem emphasizes 
the importance of the beloved bene- 
factors, whom he would cherish in 
his inner sanctum, by devoting two 
stanzas to them.

STILL SING 

The larks who brave the dangers 
of the continuing struggle with its 
deafening roar and deadly destruc- 
tion, still sing, high above, the 
praises of those who prized free- 
dom and brotherly love above even 
life itself*as if they were ordained 
to sing a benediction of divine 
commendation 


What is life, if we have not free- 


dom? What is an existence where 
oppression prevails and that love, 
which we so much need, is de-

Toese are the men all down the 
ages who have carried the torch as 
fay as they could, even unto death 
if necessary.

So the scrip- 
ture says “No man lighteth a 
candle to put under a bushel.” 


CAN’T AGREE 

One of the worst criticisms that 
can be levelled at the adherents 
who carry the torch of any move- 
ment or truth is that they do not 
understand, nor do they agree one 
with another upon the details or 
principles underlying the system 
or movement for which they stand. 


I have often charged this against | 


the adherents of the present money 
system, Even some of the bankers 
themselves who have worked all 
their lives in handling money do 
not understand it, and I find very 
few business men who can explain 
the fact that all money is issued as 
a debt and there is no provision 
made for the payment of interest 
and profit. These symbols of un- 
holy gain, demand that debt shall 
continually soar to alarming pro- 
portions. 

Not long ago | asked a prom- 
inent citizen what it was that the 
bankers lend to their customers? 
His answer was, “The bankers of 
course, lend the money which is 
on deposit.” | asked him if he 
would take the trouble some time 
to turn up the Encyclopaedia 
Brittania on the question or look 
up the Banking Enquiry Commis- 
sion of recent date. He said that 
he did not need to do that. 

Now I have heard it said by some

“At 6 am.” she writes, “he gets 
a bottle of milk. His whole formu- 
la consists of 28 ounces of milk, 12 
of water afid 3 tablespons. of mal- 
tose and 3 of corn sirup, This goes 
into 5 bottles 


“At 9 am. he gets 4 drops of cod 
liver oil, At 9:30 his orange juice 
or apple sauce or prunes 


“At 10 a.m. he has 2 tablespoon- 
fuls of oatmeal and his bottle. 

“2 p.m—2 teaspoons of soup or 
vegetable and bottle 

“5 p.m.—4 drops of cod liver oil 

“6 p.m.—2 teaspoons of cereal 
and a bottle 

“10 p.m, Bottle 

“He does not finish his bottles.” 

There are a number of things 
which would seem to warrant some 
change. 1 doubt if he needs two 
kinds of sugar nor as much as you 
are giving. Choose one or the other 
type of sugar and drop back to 
about 4 to 4'% level tablespoons. 
He may like all of his milk, then

The human digestive system is 
designed in such a way that the 
mere presence of food in the in- 
testines set up an action called 
peristalsis, which tends to move the 
intestinal contents along toward the

“points” coupons for tinned meat 
from Canada and the United 
States, Still others only had their 
weekly 25 cents worth of meat, 
supplemented perhaps by a rabbit 
or grouse. 

Gaily-lit trees, decorations, nuts, 
crackers, oranges, apples, grapes 
and Christmas are mostly mem- 
ories. Areas formerly devoted to 
the cultivation of evergreens have 
been plowed to grow more food 
and transportation difficulties did 
not permit anybody to go far afield 
for a tree. Hats, crackers, tinsel and 
other novelties simply did not exist. 
But holly and mistletoe are plenti- 
ful. 

Only a few far-sighted individu- 
als stocked away home grown nuts 
or adopted the ingenious method of 
saving the kernels of plum stones 
during the preserving season. 

Shopkeepers and green grocers 
have plenty of apples and oranges 
for the children, but grapes are 
going begging at $5 a bunch. Even 
flowers are scarce and expensive 


because the government curtailed 
transportation from grower to 
buyer.

NO METAL TOPS 

Gone are the days of metal 
trains, mechanical toys and talking 
mama dolls.

Some of the 
available better class toys sold at 
high prices, Black stuffed mamma 
dolls, for instance, ranged for the 
equivalent of $4 to $9, toy tea sets 
averaged about $3 each and 
wooden toys—horses, tanks, doll’s 
beds and trucks—hit as high as $5 
each.

being 6,158 of the former and 6,711 
who cesignated themselves as 
“Mr's.” 

The largest percentage of mar- 
ried women indicated no desire to 
change their present occupation, 
Of the single registrants, 3,258 ex- 
pressed the same opinion, and 2,362 
stated they desired full-time work 
having no home responsibilities.
